Sixteen  years  ago  a  small,  lithe  freshman 
entered  Howard  College,  little  realizing  that 
he  was  destined  to  play  a  major  part  in  the 
college  athletics  for  the  next  16  years.  Our 
"Coach  Bill"  in  those  days  was  known  as  just 
plain  Bill  Bancroft,  another  freshman  lad  who 
had  that  everburning  spirit  to  make  good. 
He  did  make  good — not  only  on  the  gridiron 
— for  he  walked  into  the  hearts  of  all  the 
Howard  students  that  ever  came  in  contact 
with  him. 

While  actually  in  uniform  the  Woodlawn 
contribution  made  an  outstanding  record  that 
is  not  paralleled  to  this  day.  Truly  a  great 
star  and  a  great  fellow,  Billy  Bancroft  won 
fame  throughout  the  Southland.  Howard  was 
justly  proud  of  her  product,  and  made  the 
likeable  and  enterprising  player  freshman 
coach  upon  his  graduation  in  1928. 

His  teammates  honored  him  in  his  senior 
year  when  they  elected  him  captain  of  the 
team.  Weighing  only  147  pounds,  Bancroft 
was,  because  of  his  brainy  quarterbacking  and 
all-around  ability,  considered  the  scourge  by 
all  the  opposition.  Coach  Bill  upheld  splen- 
didly to  the  advance  buildups,  and  was  con- 
tinually out  there  playing  his  heart  out  for  the 
love  of  the  school,  where  he  was  later  to  be- 
come athletic  director. 

From  1928,  the  date  of  his  graduation,  un- 
til 1935,  Bancroft  was  either  freshman  or  as- 
sistant coach.  In  this  capacity  the  Birmingham 
and  alumnus  coach  was  able  to  make  an  en- 
viable record.  Fans,  alumni,  and  coaches 
hailed  him  as  a  coming  coach  with  definitely 
good  prospects.  Consequently,  when  Shorty 
Propst  went  to  Southwestern,  William  Howard 
Bancroft  was  made  head  football  coach  at 
Howard  College. 

Bancroft's  first  season,  1935,  in  charge  of 
the  Crimsons  found  the  Bulldogs  champions  of 
the  Dixie  Conference,  and  pulling  a  big  sur- 
prise by  tying  Alabama,  7-7,  one  season  after 
the  Crimson  Tide  had  gone  through  unde- 
feated and  made  one  of  its  frequent  Rose 
Bowl  junkets. 

Once  more  in  the  five  years  Bancroft 
coached  the  Bulldogs,  1936,  the  team  won 
the  D.  C.  crown  and  in  1937  they  were  denied 
the  laurels  only  by  a  sensational  20-21   loss  to

Birmingham-Southern.  His  record  as  coach 
shows  22  wins,  18  losses,  and  four  ties.  Ten 
of  his  defeats  were  handed  him  by  Southeast- 
ern Conference  elevens.  However,  the  last 
two  years  have  been  pretty  tempestuous  for 
the  Bulldogs,  winning  five,  losing  eleven,  and 
tying  one. 

Coach  Billy  played  baseball  in  the  summer 
for  a  number  of  years  after  graduating,  coach- 
ing in  the  winter.  He  played  second  for  the 
Birmingham  Barons  from  1930  to  1933,  being 
one  of  the  heroes  of  the  1931  Dixie  Series. 
He  played  with  Oklahoma  City  one  year  after 
leaving  the  Barons,  but  then  quit  baseball  until 
last  year,  when  he  once  more  went  on  the  dia- 
mond, this  time  as  manager  of  Selma  in  the 
Southeastern  League. 

Ending  his  long  Howard  tenure,  Coach  Bill 
Bancroft  moves  to  Gadsden,  where  he  will 
again  follow  the  call  of  the  diamond.  This 
summer  Bancroft  will  be  at  the  helm  in  charge 
of  the  Gadsden  Violets,  another  team  in  the 
Southeastern   League.

Howard  College  unquestionably  faced  one  of  the  toughest 
schedules  in  the  history  of  the  school  when  it  encountered 
the  mighty  opposition  of  1939.  Playing  three  Southeastern 
Conference  foes  within  the  first  four  engagements  of  the 
past  season,  the  Dogs  portrayed  unusual  stamina,  and  came 
out  of  the  total  skirmishes  with  a  very  respectable  record. 

Battling  one  of  Mississippi  State's  best  elevens  in  the  past 
decade  in  the  initial  tilt,  the  Crimsons  were  caught  on  a  bad 
day,  and   the   result  was  45-0  in  State  favor. 

However,    on    the   very    next   Saturday,   the   same    lads  jour- 


neyed   down    to    Tuscaloosa,    and    pulled 
out    of   the    bag    the    biggest    surprise   of 
the   season.     It  was  a   nip-and-tuck  affair 
all    the   first    half,   with    Howard   having   a 
slight    advantage.        Especially    did    the 
senior     boys    give     a     good     account    of 
themselves  on  that  memorial  day.     Every 
move    the    Crimson    Tide    made    was   met 
squarely     by    the     offerings    of     Howard. 
Yet    reserve    strength    had   its   say,   for   in 
the  second  half  the  boys  from  Tuscaloosa 
began  to  play,  aided  by  frequent  substi- 
tutions.    Consequently  three  touchdowns 
were    pushed    across    during    the    second 
canto,  ending  with  a  final  score  of  21-0. 
Millsaps  upset  the  dope  at  Legion  Field  in  the  next  oppo- 
sition   when    they   toppled    the    Howardites    by   a    close    score 
of  7-6.     It  was  a  hard-fought  game,  but  the  locals  were  a  bit 
sluggish    because  of  the  two   preceding   terrific   recontres. 

Georgia  Tech  was  laying  for  the  "greatest  Howard  team 
in  school  history"  when  Atlanta  was  invaded  by  the  Birming- 
ham followers  of  the  pigskin.  Result  was  decidedly  in  Tech 
favor  to  the  tune  of  35-0.  Yet  Howard  gave  it  to  them  at 
even  keel  for  the  greater  part  of  the  premiere  division.

of  Howard  who  followed  them  to  Legion  Field  next 
for  the  second  home  game  of  the  reason.  Chattanooga 
was  humbled  by  the  impressive  score  of  33-14.  Even 
the  final  markers  did  not  show  the  real  difference  be- 
tween the  teams  on  that  Saturday.  It  was  truly  a 
Howard  day. 

In  a  night  game  played  at  Mobile  with  Spring  Hill, 
Howard  emerged  with  an  0-0  tie.  A  game  without  a 
single  tally — and  although  the  Eastlakers  came  near 
the  goal  line  at  several  times  during  the  participation 
of  the  encounter,  there  was  at  no  time  a  marker 
pushed  across  the  great  white  stripe. 

Revenge    was    in    order    when    the    Bulldog    took    on 
Murray    University   at    Murray,    Kentucky,    the    longest  trip   of 
the   year.     The    Kentuckians  were   defeated    by  a    lone  touch- 
down, 7-0. 

Southwestern  University  nosed  out  the  boys  in  the  follow- 
ing game  with  a  score  of  13-6.  Despite  the  complete  dom- 
inance of  Howard  throughout  the  battle,  it  ended  with  South- 
western the  victor. 

The  semifinal  conflict  was  with  Mercer  University,  and 
the  game  was  played  in  Georgia.  Howard  had  little  trouble 
with  the  Bears  and  marked  up  her  third  victory  of  the  season; 
7-3    was    the    official    result,    although    Howard    appeared    to 


have   little   concern   with   the    Merceriates  throughout  the  en- 
tire game. 

Birmingham-Southern  was  met  in  the  final  "Battle  of  the 
Marne,"  and  the  two  city  college  teams  closed  the  last  pages 
of  one  of  the  most  colorful  series  ever  to  be  held  in  the 
South.  It  was  a  hard-fought  game  filled  with  all  the  tradition 
of  the  rivalry  of  the  annual  spectacle.  Southern  won  by  a 
last-minute  touchdown  and  safety,  9-6.  Thus  Howard  closed 
one  of  the  most  colorful  annual  engagements  with  a  splendid 
exhibition  of  good  sportsmanship,  and  at  the  same  time 
rang  down  the  curtain  on  another  football  season.

The  "Battling  Bulldogs"  of  Howard  College 
were  the  most  colorful  players  in  the  Dixie  Con- 
ference through  the  1939-40  basketball  season 
and  dealt  quite  a  bit  of  misery  to  their  big 
brothers  in  the  Southeastern  Conference. 

Beginning  the  season,  Howard  had  trouble 
holding  their  fouls  down  and  lost  two  closely 
contested  games  to  Mississippi  State  after 
Cheese  Turner  and  Sam  Goldman  were  dis- 
missed from  the  playing  arena,  Howard  having 
led  in  scoring  for  the  major  part  of  each  game. 
Getting  back  in  stride  and  hitting  the  basket 
from  every  portion  of  the  hardwood  they  easily 
defeated  the  University  of  Chattanooga  by  an 
overwhelming  score  of  40  to  26.  This  game  was 
followed  by  the  annual  tilt  with  the  "World's 
Champion  Celtics,"  with  the  Celtics  being  hard 
put  to  gain  the  45-40  victory. 

Following  the  Celtic  game  the  Bulldogs  met 
their  fate  in  Jackson,  Miss.,  where  they  lost  to 
Millsaps  41-44.  This  Millsaps  turned  out  to  be 
their  Nemesis,  being  the  only  team  to  defeat 
Howard  on  their  home  court,  later  in  the  season, 
and  finally  defeating  the  Bulldogs  for  the  third 
time  in  the  semifinal  playoffs  back  in  Jackson 
again. 

However,  after  the  first  loss  to  Millsaps,  the 
potentially  mighty  Howard  five  forced  into  sub- 
mission two  of  the  Souths  best  teams,  Spring 
Hill  and  Alabama  Polytechnic  Institute  at  Au- 
burn. The  game  with  Auburn  was  the  renewal  of 
athletic  relations  with  that  school  and  Howard 
sailed  through  with  flying  colors,  defeating  Au- 
burn by  the  score  of  37  to  33.  The  Auburnites 
acclaimed  the  great  work  of  Howard   Burks  fol-

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lowing  this  game.  The  Big  Red  Five"  from  East 
Lake  were  hot  by  now  and  pounded  into  submis- 
sion the  Dixie  Conference  champs,  Mississippi 
College,  the  Y.  M.  H.  A.  of  Birmingham,  the 
University  of  Chattanooga,  and  Loyola  Univer- 
sity at  New  Orleans.  Trekking  down  to  Tusca- 
loosa, the  foul  bug  again  bit  their  flying  heels, 
and  the  University  of  Alabama  gained  a  39  to 
32  victory  after  Howard  had  led  for  the  first 
three  quarters.  Another  game  with  the  Univer- 
sity of  Alabama  was  proposed  by  one  Birming- 
ham newspaper  to  be  played  in  Birmingham  so 
as  to  give  Howard  a  chance  to  avenge  the  de- 
feat, but  the  game  never  matured.  (Maybe 
they'll  come  this  year.) 

To  get  the  taste  of  defeat  from  their  mouths, 
our  team  sank  Mercer  University  65  to  45,  de- 
feated the  Y.  M.  H.  A.  again,  slaughtered 
Southwestern  52  to  33,  thus  killing  the  cham- 
pionship hopes  of  the  Memphis  quintet.  Again 
the  Howard  thunderbolt  struck  Loyola  of  the 
South  to  the  tune  of  52  to  42  and  paralyzed 
Spring  Hill  again  with  a  45  to  28  shellacking  in 
the    Dixie   Conference   Tournament.     Continuing 


their  fine  start  in  the  tournament,  Howard  again 
sprang  on  Loyola  University  for  the  third  time, 
administering  a  48  to  34  defeat  to  the  New 
Orleans  five.  The  Howard  story  ends  here  be- 
cause Millsaps  has  arrived  on  the  scene.  In  the 
semifinals  of  the  tournament,  Howard  fell  be- 
fore their  "David,"  Millsaps  winning  47  to  36. 
Thus  for  the  second  consecutive  year  Howard 
fell  one  game  short  of  their  goal,  for  had  they 
won  from  Millsaps  they  would  have  played  Mis- 
sissippi College  for  the  championship,  a  team 
Howard  had  defeated  a  month  previous  with 
ease. 

Championship  or  no,  we  should  feel  that  the 
past  season  has  been  an  overwhelming  success. 
The  fact  that  we  put  out  a  better  team  than  a 
number  of  the  large  schools  in  the  Southeastern 
Conference,  as  shown  by  our  victory  over  the 
strong  Auburn  team  and  close  contest  with  the 
University  of  Alabama,  should  greatly  assist  our 
ambitions  to  gain  entrance  to  that  body  of 
schools.  As  a  senior,  to  you  who  will  be  here 
next  year,  cooperate  with  our  teams  and  "Good 
luck  to  Howard!"

Fostering 
sportsmanship  and  promoting  a  love  of  activ- 
ity for  its  own  sake  are  the  two  paramount 
purposes  of  the  W.  A.  A.  Any  girl,  accord- 
ing to  the  point  system,  who  has  fifty  points,  is 
admitted  to  the  association.  The  points  are 
gained  by  coming  out  for  seven  practices  in 
one  of  the  major  sports.  To  obtain  a  letter  in 
athletics  a  member  must  earn  750  points  in 
sports.  The  sports  program  and  point  system 
have  been  reorganized  so  that  smaller  groups 
can  participate  at  any  time.  Some  of  the 
sports  that  the  W.  A.  A.  takes  particular  in- 
terest in  are  tennis,  soft  ball,  badminton, 
volley  ball,  bicycling,  skating,  archery,  and 
hiking.  As  a  rule,  every  year  the  W.  A.  A. 
has  tournaments  in  these  sports  both  within 
itself  and  with  other  organizations  or  groups. 
The  two  major  tournaments  that  have  taken 
place  so  far  this  school  year  have  been  the 
Badminton    Tournament    and    the    Volley    Ball
